During  tlie  }ear  75  offi- 
cers were  appointed  (iiicliiding  15  reserve  men),  5  disciiarged, 
11  resigned  (including  3  reserve  men),  24  retired  on  [jcnsion 
and  8  died.

To  aid  this  force,  details  were  made  on  Sundays, 
holidays  and  sjx-^-ial  occasions,  aggregating  !*0.')  men,  and  con- 
sisting of  4  liealonants,  11  sergeants,  Sy7  patrolmen  and  .50 
reserve  men.
